the gun on the night of the shoot- 
ing and wave a cloth, which she 
took to be an apron. 


Authorities regard her story as 


one of the most important pieces of 
evidence unearthed in the investi- 
gation. 


Feared Murder Plot

ter, Mrs. Elizabeth Jeske, on Feb. 
20, in which he expressed fear that 
his wife and 17-year-old daughter, 
Hazel, were plotting against him 
and that his wife would murder him 
for his money.
